RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 


All over this country today there is a strong sentiment in 
favor 
of 


jeuprocity with.-'Canada.: Eugene N. Foss is voicing this sentiment in a 


jnnnnei that' makes the republicans very uncomfortable. The New England 


states would benefit most by a liberal policy of reciprocity with Canada, but 
the "western.states want it just as much as do the eastern. In proof of this 


we may quote the following from the Portland (Ore.,) Journal:— 


'Canada is our best customer. There is no more occasion to 


fight her commercially than for Oregon to fight Washington. The 
only possible excuse for any tariff at' all is revenue, Canada being 
under a different government. Yet we go to war with Canada and 
fight her, not to gain trade but to repel it, not' to encourage com- 
merce but to restrict and cripple it. And the only reason or excuse 
is the protection..the..enrichment by law through enforced contri- 
butions of the people, of a coterie of monopolists—in this instance 
the Paper Trust." 


President Taft recently left himself and the republican policy generally 


open fp attack when he said we should have free trade with the Philippines. 
He-showed to what an extent this country would be benefited, but all his 
arguments in this respect 'are equally applicable in favor of free trade with 
Canada, which means a comprehensive measure of reciprocity. In reference 
In a recent editorial on this subject published in this paper the Johnstown 
Democrat says:—

TEACHERS 
INDIGNANT 
OVER 
NEW 
RULE, 


The teachers of Lowell, we might say almost without exception but 


particularly those who have been most attentive to duty, aro indignan 
over a new rule adopted by the school board. The effect of the rnlu is to 
dock teachers for absence on days when there is no session of school 
under certain .conditions for the entire vncalion. In this light 
appears not only to bo unjust but to be peculiarly absurd. 


It is as follows:—

Second—Teachers absent from school may draw half pay for 


days of absence, not to exceed .twenty in any one school year, 
when the absence Is caused by sickness of the teacher. 
At other 


times, and under other conditions, no payment shall be made for 
months or days in which no service is rendered. 
In computing de- 


ductions for absence, teachers' pay per day shall bo assumed 
to 


be one two-hundredth part of the salary for the year. 


Third—Teachers absent the day prior to a holiday or a 
vaca- 


tion, or a day on which the no school signal is sounded, shall be 
considered as absent until the school opens again. 


. Fourth—Teachers absent the first day of a school year shall 


only he entitled to receive pay at the rate of one two-hundredth 
part of their annual salary for the teaching days 
remaining in 


the month after reporting for duty. 


It was found that under this rule teachers would be docked a full day's 


pay for every day's absence on account of sickness or 
dealli 
in 
their 


family, and on account of the protest raised Ihe school board sent out the 
following note of interpretation:—- 


Office of the Superintendent of Schools, 


Lowell, Oct. S, 1903. 


To Masters and Principals:— 


At a meeting of the school committee Tuesday evening, Sept. 


28, the committee was authorized "to Interpret -the rule relat- 
ing to the absence of teachers on account of sickness so that such 
absence on half pay may include as a part of the prescribed twen- 
ty days a period of not more than five days when the absence 
is 


occasioned by the death of a parent, a brother or a sister."

But even this mitigation does not remove the obnoxious feature o£ the 


1'ule. Formerly when a teacher was absent for n day 
she 
was 
docked 


$1.25, but now if she be absent for any cause other than sickness on the day 
before that on which the storm signal rings she will be docked for both 
days, not at the old rate but at the per diem rate of one two-hundredth of 
her annual salary. 
Furlhcnuoro, the rule specifically provides that if a 


teacher be absent the day before the school closes for a vacation, she will 
bo docked for the entire time the school is closed, whether it be three days 
or three months. 


It is difficult, to conceive the school board enforcing such a rule, but 


the rule is there and that is its meaning. 
The teachers feel much annoyed 


over it and there is talk of organizing to have the obnoxious feature of the 
rule eliminated. 
So far as the rule is intended to punish absentees, there, 


is no justification for it except the action of n few drones and another few 
who usually have so many other irons in the fire that 
(hoy are always 


ready to take advantage of their position to lengthen n vacation by starting 
the day before and returning the day after. 
Such teachers should be dealt 


with according to their delinquency, but. it is a mistake lo adopt any harsh 
rule that will cause the vast majority to suffer for the fault of n few. 


If economy be the aim of this rule, il. is penny wise nnd pound foolish, 


for painstaking teachers who often have to work overtime will feel that 
their efforts are not appreciated, and they will drop their work as soon ns 
the gong sounds for clone of school. That would be a serious injury to the 
schools, as it would prevent Iho teachers from bothering with their work 
outside school hours.

have

to 


the pupils.

risks of his employment.

where the doctrine of assumption of 
risk Is carried to the extent as here. 
Justly or unjustly the courts of this 
commonwealth have been criticised by 
both the courts of sister states, and 
eminent writers. Until very recently It

work was defective he assumed

risk, continuing in the employment, al-

of the 


danger. This is extending the doctrine 
pretty far. It allows in such cases thn

RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 


All over this.country today there is a strong sentiment in favor of 


reciprocity "with Canada. Eugene "N. Foss is voicing this sentiment in a 


inanner that makes the .republicans very uncomfortable. The New England 
states would benefit most by a liberal policy of reciprocity with Canada, but 
the western states want it just as much as do the'eastern. In proof of this 
we may quote the following from the Portland (Ore.,) Journal:— 


'CahMa is our best customer. There is ho" more occasion to 


fight her commercially than for Oregon to fight Washington. 
The 


only possible excuse for any tariff at' all is revenue, Canada being- 
under a different .government Yet we go to war with Canada and 
fight her, not to'gain trade but to repel it,, not to encourage com- 
merce but to restrict and cripple it. And the only reason or excuse 
Is the protection,' the enrichment by law through enforced contri- 
butions of the people, of a coterie of monopolists—in this instance 
.the Paper Trust." 


President Taft recently left himself and the republican policy generally 


open to attack when he said we should have free trade with the Philippines. 
He showed to what an extent this country would be benefited, but all his 
arguments in this respect arc equally applicable in fa'vbr of free trade with 
Canada, which means a comprehensive measure of reciprocity. In reference

TEACHERS INDIGNANT OVER NEW 
RULE. 


The teachers of Lowell, wn might -say almost without exception but 


-particularly those who have been most attentive to duty,, n re indignant 
over a new rule adopted by the school hoard. The effect of the rule is to 
dock teachers for absence on days when there is no session of school and 
under certain conditions for the entire vacation. In this light 
the 
rule 


appears lipt only to he unjust but to be peculiarly absurd. 


• 
It is as follows:— 


. 
Second—Teachers absent from school may draw half pay 
for 


days of absence, not to exceed twenty in any ono school year, 
when the absence Is caused by sickness of the teacher. 
"At other 


times, and under other conditions, no payment shall be made Cor 
month« or days.In which no service IB rendered. 
In computing de- 
' 


auctions lor absence, teachers' pay per day shall bo assumed 
to 


be one two-hundredth part of the salary for the year. 


Third—Teachers absent the day prior to a holiday or a vaca- 


tion, or a day on which the no school signal is sounded, shall be 
considered as absent until the school opens again. 


Fourth—Teachers absent the first day of a school year shall 


only be entitled to receive pay at the rate of one two-hundredth 
. part of their annual salary for the teaching days 
remaining in 


the month after reporting for duty. 


•• 
It was found that under this rule teachers would be docked a full day's 


pay for every day's absence on account of sickness or 
death 
in 
their 


family, 'and on account of the protest raised the school board sent out the 
following note of interpretation:— 


Office- of the Superintendent of Schools, 


Lowell, Oct. S, 1909. 


To Maulers and Principals:— 


At a meeting of the school committee Tuesday evening, Sept. 


SS, the committee was authorized "to "interpret the rule relat- 
ing to tho absence of teachers on account of sickness so that such 
absence on half pay may include as.a part.of the prescribed twen- 
ty days a period of not more than five days when the absence is 
occasioned by the death of a, parent, a brother or a sister."

But even this mitigation does not remove tho obnoxious feature of tho 


rule. Formerly when a teacher was absent for a day she was 
docked 


$1.25, but now if she be absent for any cause other thau sickness on (he day 
before that on which the storm signal rings she will bo docked for both 
days, not at the old rate but at the per diem rate of ono two-hundredth of 
her annual salary. Furthermore, the rule specifically provides that if a 
teacher be absent the day before tho school closes for a vacation, she will 
be docked for the eutire lime the school is closed, whether it be three days 
or three months. 


' It is difficult to conceive, the school board enforcing such a rule, but 


the rule is there and that is its meaning. The teachers feel much annoyed 
over it and there is talk of organizing to have the obnoxious fen lure of the 
rule eliminated. So far as the rule is intended to punish absentees, there 
is no justification for it except tho action of a. few drones and another few 


•who usually have so many other irons in tho fire that, they are 
always 


ready to take advantage of their position to lengthen a vnuulion by starling 
the day before and returning the day after. 
Such teachers should be dealt 


with according to their delinquency, but it is n mistake to adopt any harsh 
rule that will cause the vast .majority to sn'fl'er for the fault of 11 few. 


If economy be the aim of this rule, it in penny wiso nnd pound foolish,

There is no doubt that If 


the expense and time required were 
not prohibitive, it would be 
advanta- 


geous to hold such 'an examination, 
although It. would be 
ncccsaarj-, 
in- 


stead of merely selecting those twhoso 
ranking- in the examination 
was 
the 


highest, to refer all candidates who 
passed to the aupcrvisor, and 
allow 


him to select those whose personal 
characteristics, such as cannot be test- 
ed by any written examination, were 
most suitable. The difficulty with such 
an open examination is the 
expense 


and delay involved. It is probable that 
for the 65,000 places there would be 
several hundred thousand 
candidates, 


and the grading of their papers would 
require a'large force for a-long'time. 
At some future censQs this plan might 
be worth a trial, but it can scarcely be 
attempted at the present census with- 
in the limits of time and appropria- 
tions act by law. 


"The census bureau does, of course,

RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 


All over this country today there is a strong sentiment in favor of 


reciprocity with Canada. 
Eugene N. Foss is voicing this sentiment In a 


manner that makes the republicans very uncomfortable. The New England 
states would benefit most by a liberal policy of reciprocity with Canada, but 
the western states want it just as much as do the eastern. In proof of this 
we may quote the following from the Portland (Ore.,) Journal:— 


."Canada is our best customer. There is no more occasion to 


flght her commercially than for Oregon to fight Washington. Tho 
only possible excuse for any tariff at all is revenue, Canada being 
under a different government. Tet we go to war with Canada and 
. fight her, not to grain traCe but to repel it, not to encourage com- 
merce but to restrict ar/3 cripple it. And the only reason or excuse 


. is the protection, the enrichment by law through enforced contri- 
butions o£ the people, of a coterie of monopolists—in this instance 
the Paper .Trust." 


President Taft recently left himself and the republican policy generally 


open .to attack when he said we should have free trade with the Philippines. 
He showed to what an extent this country would be benefited, but all his 
arguments in this respect are equally applicable in favor of free trade with 
Canada, which means a comprehensive measure of reciprocity. In reference 
to a recent editorial on this subject published in this paper the Johnstown 
Democrat says:— 


"Jf free trade between the United States and the Philippines 


would be a good thing, by what manner of means can President 
Taft and those who follow him show that free trade between the 
United States and Canada would be injurious? The Democrat has 
asked its republican contemporaries t'o enlighten us on the subject, 
but for some reason they do not seem inclined to discuss it, very 
likely for the reason that it is a little too hot' for them." 


TEACHERS INDIGNANT OVER NEW RULE. 


Tho teachers of Lowell, we might say almost without exception but 


pditicularly those who have been most attentive to duty, are indignant 
over a new ruin adopted by Hie school board. The effect of the rule is to 
dock teachers for absence on days when there is no session of school and 
under certain conditions for (he entire vacation. 
In this light 
the 
rule 


appears not only to be unjust but to be peculiarly absurd. 


tt is as follows:— 


Second—Teachers absent from school may draw half pay for 


days of absence, not to exceed twenty in any one school year, 


. 
when the absence is caused by sickness of the teacher. 
At other 


times, and under other conditions, no payment shall be made for 


. 
months or days in which no service Is rendered. In computing de- 
ductions for absence,.teachers' pay per day shall be assumed .to 
be one two-hundredth part of the salary for the year. 


Third—Teachers absent the day prior to a holiday or a vaca-' 


tion, or a. day on which the no school signal is sounded, shall he 
considered as absent until the school opens again. 


Fourth—Teachers absent the first day of a school year shall 


only be entitled to receive pay at the rate of one two-hundredth 
part of their annual salary for the touching days 
remaining In 


the month after reporting for duty. 


It was found that under this rule teachers would be docked a full day's 


pay for every day's absence on account of sickness or death in their 
family, and on account of the protest raised the school board sent out the 
following note of interpretation:—

But even this mitigation docs not remove thu obnoxious feature of the 


rule. Formerly when a teacher was absent for n day she was 
docked 


$125, but now if she be absent for any cause other than sickness on the day 
.before that on which the storm signal rings she will be docked for both 


; days, not at tho old rate but at Hie per diem rate of one two-hundredth of 


her annual salary. Furthermore, Hie rule specifically.provides that if a 
teacher be absent the day before the school closes for a vacation, she will 
be docked for (be entire time the school is closed, whether it bo three days 
or three months. 


It is difficult to conceive the school board enforcing such a rule, but 


the rale is there and thnt is its meaning. The teachers i'ecl much annoyed 
.over it and there is talk of organizing to have the obnoxious feature of the 
rule eliminated. 
So far as the rule is intended to punish absentees, there 


is no justification for it except the action of a few drones and another few 
who usually have so many other irons in the fire Hint 
they are always 


ready to take advantage of their position io lengthen a vacation by starling 
Ihe day before and returning•!he day after. 
Such teachers should be dealt 


with according to.their delinquency, but it, is a mistake to adopt any harsh 
rule that will cause the vast majority to suffer for Iho fault of a few. 


If economy be tho aim nf tins rule, it js ,„.„„>' wise and pound foolish, 


for painstaking teachers who often have Io work overtime will feel that 
iheir efforts aro not appreciated, and they will drop their work as soon as 
•tho gong sounds for close of school. That would he a serious injury to the 
schools, as it would prevent Hie teachers from bothering wilh 'tlio'ir work- 
outside school hours. As a result many batches of exercises 
tincorrceled nnd might, therefore, as well 
have 
never 
been 


the pupils. 


To say thn least in this mailer I lift school board haw made n 
very 


•serious mistake. If economy ho Iho object tho board miglil close up some 
of the kindergartens where, (ho attendance is low or mndo up of children 
tinder the prescribed ngo; it might close some of the evening schools whore 
th» attendance does not warrant their being kept open, nr it might incur 
far lew expense by tho needless change of text books. Just at present we 
•r* informed that a lot. of urilhmelir.s am piled up in the school*, no longer 
t» h* M*d because the board has voted to introduce a new text book that
